carrying of weapons in automo- 
biles, the bill providing for secret 
ballots, bills to create a police de- 
partment of St. Louis County and 
placing constables on a salary in- 
stead of fee basis. 
Executive Action Required. 


The executive action was re- 
quired under an amendment to the 
Constitution, adopted in 1932, pro- 
hibiting the Legislature from con- 
sidering any measures after the 
first 70 days of statute revision ses- 
sions, except appropriation bills, 
revision bills and bills recom- 
mended by the Governor in a mes- 
sage. 

The two houses appointed a joint 
committee a week ago to check all 
bills and report those which were 
revision measure. Its report recom- 
mended that 254 bills be struck 
from the calendars of the two 
houses as not falling within the 
classification of revision bills or 
appropriation bills. 

Stark revived 36 of these in his 
Message today. Though not mak-, 
ing a definite decision, the Gov- 
ernor indicated that, unless a real 
emergency developed, he would not 
add any bills to the list presented 
today.

Speaker Bankhead and Majority 
Leader Rayburn attended the meet- 
ing of the Democratic members to 
put on pressure for the full $150,- 
000,000, but were unsuccessful. The 
parliamentary situation is such that 
the subcommittee can bring in an 
appropriation bill in a form that 
will not permit an increase by the 
full committee or a roll call in the

Administration leaders are con- 
fident that if they could have a 
,roll call in the House the full $150,- 
000,000 would be voted by fair mar- 
gin. Democrats opposing the full 
grant and Republicans are work- 
ing against the roll call.

A handful of Southern Congress-| 
men today heard spokesmen for 
100 Southern delegates of the Work- 
ers’ Alliance urge support for a 
$150,000,000 appropriation.

With reference to the slapping of 
an alliance representative yester- 
day by Representative Cox of Geor- 
gia, Lasser added that “we regret 
any incident that might occur, 
whether caused by us or to which 
we are innocent parties.” 

Story of Slapping Incident. 

Witnesses said the alliance mem- 
ber, a white man whose name was 
not learned, called Cox from the 
House chamber yesterday and point- 
ed to two Negroes with him as 
constituents of Cox who wanted 
him to support the WPA fund. 

After Cox said he himself would 
determine how to vote, the alliance 
member declared, “That isn’t satis- 
factory and we'll remember it at 
the next election.” Cox slapped the 
man’s face, saying, “Remember 
that, too.” 

The alliance issued a statement 
characterizing the action as unpro- 
voked. 

The alliance said that about 100 
delegates from its units in 13 South- 
ern states had come to Washington 
to urge their Congressmen to vote 
the additional WPA appropriation 


The State Department released 
the text of the March 17 German 
note which consists almost entire- 
ly of a text of the March 16 decree.

Rapid Expansion Provided.

ome reservists from older classes. 

Other decrees gave the Govern- 
ment virtual mobilization power 
over French industry by accord 
ing preference to any orderg con- 
nected with national defense. To 
enable national defense industries 
to fill Government orders faster, 
increase of their work week from 
45 to 60 hours was authorized. 

Another decree made it obligat- 
ory for any workman on relief to 
accept any job in the national de- 
fense industry offered to him by 
the Government Employment Bu- 
reau.

REICH WILL SOON

Dr. Ernst Neumann Ex- 
pects Lithuania to Sur- 
render to German De- 
mands in the Near Future 


KAUNAS, Lithuania, March 21 
(AP).—Dr. Ernst Neumann, Nazi 
leader in Memel, announced today 
that he expected “Lithuania to sur- 
render the Memel territory in the 


near future.” 

The statement came as Lithu- 
anian officials were reliably report- 
ed to be moving their families out 
of the little Ba'tic district which 
was German before the World War 
and now is under Lithuanian sov- 
ereignty. A widespread belief was 
held that Memel’s return to Ger- 
many was imminent. 

Dr. Neumann declared that the 
continued association of Lithuania 
and Memel was “economically and 
culturally impossible.” 

In return for annexation to Ger- 
many, he said, Memel was pre- 
pared to grant Lithuania harbor 
rights.

MOSCOW, March 21 (AP),—The 
Soviet Russian Government an- 
nounced that it had proposed 
tc Great Bri a six-Power con- 
ference of “the most interested 
states” affected by Germany’s ab- 
sorption of Czecho-Slovakia but that 
“the British Government found this 
proposal premature.” 

In a communique issued by Tass, 
the official news agency, the Gov- 
ernment said that in its opinion 
“such a conference would afford 
the maximum possibilities for elu- 
cidation of the real situation and 
t.e positions of all participants in 
the conference.” 

As “most interested states” the 

unique named Britain, France, 
Poland, Rumani- Turkey and So- 
viet Russia. 

The communique denied foreign 
reports that the Soviet Government 
recently offered its help to Poland 
and Rumania in the event of ag- 
gression against them. 

“Neither Poland nor Rumania ap- 
plied for help to the Soviet Govern- 
ment nor informed the latter of 
any danger threatening them,” the 
communique said. 

Reports British Appeal. 

“What actually did take place is 
that on March 18 (last Saturday) 
the.British Government informed 
the Soviet Government of the exist- 
ence of weighty reasons to fear an 
act of violence over Rumania and 
inquired about the possible posi- 
tion of the Soviet Government in 
such an eventuality. (Chancellor 
Hitler had taken over Slovakia, Bo- 
hemia and Moravia only three days 
before.) 

“In reply to this inquiry the So- 
viet Government advanced a pro- 
posal for convocation of a confer- 
ence of representatives of the most 
interested states.”

Stalin’s Warnings Recalled. 

Two sentences in Joseph Stalin’s 
address to the eighteenth All 
Union Congress of the Communist 
Party March 10 were recalled. 

One was Stalin's allegation that 
enemies of Russia were trying to 
“poison the atmosphere” between 


Moscow and Berlin and “embroil 
the Soviet Union in conflict with

The other was his statement that 
Soviet leaders must be “cautious” 
and not permit the nation to be 
used aS a cat’s paw to pull some 
other nation’s chestnuts out of the 
fire. 
The Communist organ Pravda 
said that London and Paris were 
asking whether seizure of Czecho- 
Slovakia meant the end of an old 
adventure or the beginning of a 
new one, and added the reply:

“The Munich ‘pacifists’ aban- 
doned collective security, hoping to 
divert the stream of Fascist ag- 
gression away from themselves and 
direct it exclusively eastward 
against Russia,” said Pravda. 

“Reaping a New Harvest.” 

The Government organ, Izvestia, 
said “the authors of the dangerous 
game of non-intervention now are 
reaping a new harvest of their pol- 
icy.” 

“Hardly had German troops en- 
tered Prague,” said Izvestia, “when 
concentrations began against Hun- 
gary and Poland and an utlimatum 
unprecedented in the history of in- 
ternational relations was sent to 
Rumania accompanied by strong 
economic pressure. 

“If Rumania denies existence of 
a German ultimatum, that only 
proves that under the strength of 
German pressure and the weight 
of force, the Rumanian Govern- 
ment, which resisted the ultima- 
tum, was compelled to deny its ex- 
istence. 

“Events in Europe still are far 
from their final stage. . . . Amid 
the terrible situation in Europe 
wise governments are beginning to 
listen earnestly to the words pro- 
nounced by the peaceful, powerful 
Soviet Union.”

Spending $100,000,000 in 
4-Year Program. 


WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP). 


—The House Military Committee 
recommended legislation today to 


permit the Government to acquire 
$100,000,000 worth of strategic war 
materials by direct purchase, in 
exchange for surplus agricultural 
commodities or as part payment for 
war debts.

IN STRATOLINER WRECK 


Broken Blade Theory Elimin- 
ated — No Pilot Failure, 
Federal Officer Says. 


SEATTLE, Wash. March 21 
(AP). — Federal and company in- 
vestigators questioned eye witness- 
es and studied broken plane parts 
today in a search for the cause 
of the wreck of Boeing Aircraft 
Co.’s Stratoliner Saturday with a 
loss of 10 lives, 

Frederick Glass, chief examiner 
for the Air Safety Board of the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority, heard 
12 witnesses yesterday at Alder, 
where the 33-passenger plane 
crashed. He planned to question 
others today. 

“More than a dozen actually saw 
the plane fall. I think we'll get 
something of material benefit from 
their accounts,” Glass said. 

Broken parts of both wings, the 
altimeter, oil pressure gauge and 
some other pieces were trucked to 
the Boeing plant here for examina- 
tion. 

Thomas Hardin, vice-chairman of 
the Safety Board, expressed belief 
pilot-failure was not a factor of the 
wreck, 

“There were enough pilots aboard 
to get them out of any pilot diffi- 
culty,” he said. 

Boeing Co. officers said they 
were so confident structural fault 
was not a cause that they were 
proceeding with construction of 
nine sister ships 
of design. 

Meanwhile, 10 experts of the au- 
thority searched for clews. 

Inspection of the left outboard 
motor, found several hundred feet 
from the body of the plane disclosed 
all three propeller blades intact, 
eliminating a broken blade as the 
cause of the accident. 

This engine, one of four, and part 
of the left wing and tail assembly 
fell from the plane in the air, wit- 
nesses said, as the big ship fell. 

Bits of metal were found scat- 
tered for a quarter-mile over the 
countryside. 

The crash killed some of Boeing’s 
key aviation experts. A joint fu- 
neral service for six of the flyers 
will be held Wednesday.

He Asserts There Is Little Doubt President 


and Vice-President Have Traveled 
Separate Roads Since 1937. 


FORT WORTH, Tex., March 21 
(AP),—Vice-President Garner was 
said to be “in the driver's seat 
right now, well in the lead as a 
likely Democratic candidate for the 
presidency in the 1940 elections” by 
Elliott Roosevelt in his semiweekly 
broadcast last night. 

Young Roosevelt stressed Gar- 
ners simple home life at Uvalde, 
his reticence toward public speak- 
ing, and his influence in legisla- 
tive matters.

more conservative alignment. 

“As to the results thus far and 
the future attainments of the con- 
servative element as opposed to 
the New Deal, I do not feel quali- 
fied to voice an opinion. This 
much, however, is certain. John 
Garner is in the driver’s seat right 
now, well in the lead as a likely 
Democratic candidate for the 
presidency in the 1940 elections.” 


PROTESTS DELAY BILL 
ON TAX-EXEMPT BONDS 


Congress Unlikely to Act at 
This Time to Levy on 
Government Securities. 


WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP). 
—The stack of protests from state 
and municipal governments has 
grown so high that Congress is not 
likely to put any tax at this time 
on the interest from Federal and 
local securities. 

Measured by the protests, the rev- 
enue that would come from such a 
levy is regarded by many members 
of Congress as pretty small. And 
from their standpoint, these pro- 
tests come from highly potent 
places. 

In terms of the total volume of 
Federal, state and local secuirties, 
the potential receipts sound high. 
There are 65 billion dollars of Fed- 
edal and state securities outstand- 
ing. But this figure does not mean 
much in relation to the tax. 

The latter would not fall on the 
securities, but on the interest paid 
to the bondhonders. Interest on 
state, Federal and local securities 
and those of Federal agencies 
amounts roughly to two billion dol- 
lars a year. 

Much Still Would Be Exempt. 

One-fifth of this, however, is paid 
on the 15 billion dollars of securities 
owned by Federal, state and local 
governments, the trust funds they 
have set up, and to Federal Reserve 
banks. They figure in the sinking 
fund operations of the various gov- 
ernments. And one government 
may not tax another. 

Another share of this interest, 
large but hard to measure, goes 
to benevolent, charitable, educa- 
tional and religious institutions. The 
income of these institutions is not 
taxable. 

Estimates of the amount of tax 
range from $95,000,000 to $179,000,- 
000 a year on state and local se- 
curities and from $100,000,000 to 
$337,000,000 on Federal securities. 

But, whichever of these ‘figures 
might be correct, the estimators 
are in fairly general agreement that 
it would take about 25 years for 
the tax to become effective on the 
whole amount of the outstanding 
public debt. 

Would Apply to Future Issues. 

They agree that Congress is not 
likely to try to wipe out the tax 
free basis on which outstanding is- 
sues of securities were sold, even 
if such an effort would stand in 
the courts. Thus, any new law 
would apply only to future issues. 

Outstanding securities eventually 
would be refinanced, but statisti- 
cians say the interest rate would 
have to be increased. 

Opponents of the plan say the 
states would collect $17,000,000 in 
taxes on Federal securities, but that 
they would have to pay $113,000,000 
more in interest on their own se- 
curities. 

After listening to the arguments 
on both sides, members of the con- 
gressional taxing committees are 
showing a desire to forget the 
pigeon-hole into which they have 
put the plan, even though the ad- 
ministration favors its enactment. 


REPUBLICANS INVITED TO HOLD 
1940 CONVENTION IN CHICAGO 


Representative: Allen Writes to Na- 
tional Committee Chairman and 
Party Leaders in Congress. 

WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP). 
—The Republican National Com- 
mittee was urged yesterday by Rep- 
resentative Leo E. Allen (Rep.), 
Illinois, to select Chicago as the 
meeting place of the 1940 national 
convention. 

The Galena Congressman wrote 
Chairman John D. M. Hamilton 
that the nation’s second largest city 
was accessible to all parts of the 
country, had a temperate climate, 
varied transportation and ample 
hotel accommodations. 

Allen, who is chairman of the 
[llinois Republican delegation in 
the House) also wrote to the Re- 
publican minority leaders, Charles 
McNary in the Senate and Joseph 
W. Martin Jr. of the House, rec- 
ommending that the convention be 


held in Chicago. 


PREMIER SAYS CANADA 
WOULD HELP BRITAIN 


Aid Indicated in Case of Attack 
—Ready to Consult on 
Halting Aggression. 


By Canadian Press. 

OTTAWA, March 21.—Prime Min- 
ister W. L. Mackenzie King told the 
House of Commons yesterday that 
Canada was ready to consult with 
Great Britain and other countries 
on co-operation to halt aggression. 
He added that Parliament must de- 
cide any action Canada may take, 
but that he had no doubt what that 
decision would be if Great Britain 
were attacked. 

An attack on Great Britain, “with 
bombers raining death on London,” 
he said, would be regarded as “an 
act of aggression menacing free- 
dom in all parts of the British com- 


monwealth.” He said he believed 
no Canadian would sacrifice liberty 
to maintain peace, although he 
would make virtually any other 
sacrifice to avoid a world conflict. 

London has not yet sought con- 
sultation on issues arising’ from 
the German absorption of Czecho- 
Slovakia, he said. 

“We have witnessed this past 
week the wanton and forcible occu- 
pation. by Germany of the greater 
part of what remained of the 
Czecho-Slovak republic,” he gon- 
tinued. 

“There are few countries that do 
not regret the fate which has now 
overtaken that gallant and vigorous 
small nation. They regret even 
more the evidence a great country 
has given that it does not consider 
itself bound by pledges freely ex- 
changed a few short months be- 
fore.” 

In discussing Canadian aid, he 
drew a line between an act of ag- 
gression and a conflict involving 
Britain from any other cause when 
he said: 

“Tf it were a case of a dispute 
over trade or prestige in some far 
corner of the world, that would 
raise quite a different considera- 
tion.” 

Dr. Robert James Manion, leader 
of the opposition Conservative 
party, in a discussion of the for- 
eign situation, described Chancellor 
Hitler as a “madman—mad with 
lust for conquest and world do- 
minion,” and argued that Canada 
and all peace-loving democracies 
present a firm front against ag- 
gressors. 

J. S. Woodsworth, Labor member, 
asked that exports of war materials 
be prohibited to Germany, Japan 
“and all aggressor nations.” 


Australia Approves Plan to Help 
Britain Build Warplanes. 


MELBOURNE, Australia, March 
21 (AP).—Premier Joseph Lyons 
has announced the Government’s 
approval of a British Air Mission’s 
scheme to establish a large Austra- 
lian warplane production industry. 

The air mission which made a 
survey here is expected to recom- 
mend expansion of the existing in- 
dustry to produce 400 planes an- 
nually in peace-time and more than 
1000 annually in war-time.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, March 
21 (AP).—Kathryn Lewis, daugh- 
ter of John L, Lewis, head of the 
CIO in the United States, was elect- 
ed today chairman of the commit- 
tee on social problems of the In- 
ternational Congress for the Dem- 
ocracy of America. . 

The congress, which is made up 
of representatives of liberal and 
left-wing parties of 10 American 
nations, opened here yesterday un- 
der a warning from the Uruguayan 
Government that it must not attack 
foreign Governments. 

Several South American countries 
had sought to prevent the congress 
because many of the delegates rep- 
resent leftist opposition at home. 

Dr. Pedro Diaz, conference presi- 
dent and head of the Uruguayan 
delegation, praised democracies and 
attacked totalitarian Governments 
which he said “converted men into 
packs of wolves.” 

He asked for a united America 
to defend itself against the “for- 
eign barbarism” of “three Fascisms” 
which he said were preparing to 
assault American independence. 

El Pueblo Diairio, pro-govern- 
ment newspaper, said the Govern- 
ment regulation would prevent the 
congress from discussing many 
points on its program, including im- 
perialism and Fascism in the 
Americas.

he prostrated himself upon landing 
and kissed the ground of his adopt- 
ed land. 

Leopoldi, who spent nine months 
in concentration camps after being 
arrested by Nazi troops, was re- 
luctant to talk about his treatment 
there because he has relatives, in- 
cluding a brother, in Vienna who, 
he feared, might suffer.

Under 
Chairman Douglas, the SEC struck its stride as an 
agency for protection of the investor and for pre- 
yention of devastating panics. 

Simple honesty and conservative standards were 
his watchwords on the SEC. He proved himself an 
‘able match for the master minds of Wall Street. By 
a combination of persuasion and a reminder of the 
| new Federal weapons, he brought about co-operation 
with the Government such as had never before ex- 
isted. He put through a reorganization of the New 
York Stock Exchange, and won a favorable truce in 
the long-drawn-out utilities war. 

The Douglas mettle had shown itself long before 
that, however. As a youth, the son of a struggling 
Presbyterian missionary, the new appointee worked 
his way through college and law school. As a law 
teacher, he became the best in the country, accord- 
{ng to the ‘appraisal of Robert Maynard Hutchins, 
president of the University of Chicago. His public 

service began when he was summoned to Washington 
in 1934 to make a study of bondholders’ protective 
| committees. Speedily he rose to a trusted position 
as administration adviser, and was immediately ac- 
‘cepted by political observers as the logical choice 
|when the court vacancy came. 

Mr. Douglas, 40 years old, is the youngest man 
to be named to the high court since 1811, when Joseph 
Story was nominated at the age of 32. Only three 
other appointees have been younger than he. It is 
‘a significant factor in considering the long-term in- 
‘fluence of the Roosevelt impress on the court. 

Mr. Roosevelt failed in his effort to remake the 
court through the ill-starred “packing” plan, but 
natural transitions now have enabled him to make 
_his fourth appointment, one short of a majority. Jus- 
tice Black is 53 years old, Reed is 54, Frankfurter 56.

SENATOR WHEELER’S PRESCRIPTION. 

The railroad reorganization bill introduced yester- 
day by Senators Wheeler and Truman is a drastic 
but proper prescription for one of our national ills 
which so far has been treated chiefly by half-way 
measures. This bill would set up a railroad reorgan- 
ization court of three members, empowered to deflate 
and refinance bankrupt or failing lines on a plan 
geared to earning power rather than to “unreal and 
fanciful concepts of value.” In short, it is a plan ‘to 
wring the water out of the raflroads’ financial struc- 
ture. 

This phrase is understandably unpleasant to hold- 
ers of railroad securities, but it describes a policy 
which has its supporters among railroad executives 
as well as among general students of the situation. 
R. V. Fletcher, general counsel of the Association of 
American Railroads, has testified that four billion 
dollars should be wrung out of the railroads’ capital 
structure. John "T. Flynn has described the Govern- 
ment’s failure to make a frontal attack on this 
problem as “amazingly unwise, even stupid,” and 
counts it a major reason why the railroads cannot 
make their due contribution to the revival of heavy 
industry. 

In the past, as Senator Wheeler points out, there 
have been too many reorganizations which were so 
much patchwork. When such reorganizations have 
taken place, they have usually been succeeded by 
further bankruptcy. 

Along with reorganization, we need consolidation 
of duplicating facilities. Preventable waste, accord- 
ing to the Montana Senator, is costing the railroads 
the astounding sum of $1,000,000 a day. If the 
needed reorganization and consolidation could be 
effected, and if the inequalities of taxation and 
subsidies cited by the President's special committee 
on transportation could be remedied, there would then 
be hope for stability for the railroads. 

By placing its influence behind the Wheeler-Tru- 
man bill, the administration can redeem a weak 
and indecisive record on a major issue.

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A FINE REPORT ON THE STATE TROOPERS. 
Warfare against criminals and against death and 
injury on the highways has received great aid from 
the Missouri State Highway Patrol in the last two 
| years. Figures in the patrol’s annual report to Gov. 
| Stark prove this and also show that the organization 
has made big strides since it was formed in 1931. 

By the addition of 36 troopers chosen from 7500 
applicants in the summer of 1937, the patrol reached 
|the maximum strength of 125 provided by statute. 

Traveling out of six widely separated headquarters, 
| te men cover 8200 miles of major highways, 6500 
| of supplementary roads, and thousands more miles 
of crisserossing county roads. The fact that these 
_ troopers are on the road. day and night, in uniform 
and with distinctively marked automobiles and motor- 
cycles, exerts an influence on careless motorists 
; which cannot be measured but certainly is an im- 


mense safety factor. 

The report does show that of 9265 arrests made in 
1937 there were but 18 acquittals. In 1938, partly 
as a result of its increased strength, the arrests 
jumped to 21,664, with only 32 acquittals. During 
1937 there were 398 cars, valued at $135,320, recov- 
ered. In 1938, 827 cars, valued at $286,290, were re- 
}ecovered, During these two years, the troopers pa- 
trolled 5,176,871 miles. 

' The radio division was improved materially dur- 
ing the last part of 1938 and troopers now are in 
| eonstant communication with headquarters in all 
parts of the State. This alone should make the

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PITTMAN’S CASH-AND-CARRY PLAN. 

Senator Pittman of Nevada, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, proposes a reso- 
lution that would free the United States from the 
strait jacket imposed by~the present Neutrality Act. 
His plan preserves the necessary safeguards of the 
present law, but enables this country to give legiti- 
mate aid to friendly Powers involved in war, 

The heart of the Pittman proposal is adoption of 
a cash-and-carry method for the sale of arms, am- 
munition and implements of war. Under the present 
law, cash and carry applies only to non-military 
goods, while an embargo is imposed on arms. There 
can be no doubt that the possibility of arms sales 
by this country would exert a restraining influence 
on the aggressor Powers. As it is, the Neutrality 
Act’s ban on such exports would actually help the 
aggressor nations. Mr. Pittman would continue the 
ban on use of American ships for such commerce, 
and on passenger travel in war zones. 

Such a plan would enable America to make its 
weight count in averting war, and at the same time 
would eliminate sources of friction that helped bring 
this country into the World War. It should have 
the most serious consideration of Congress at this 
moment of accelerated conquest abroad.

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Hitler Enters His Napoleonic Phase

HANCELLOR ADOLF HITLER'S §tri- 
(CCumpnant entry into Prague marked the 
third important milestone 1 Europe's 
post-war history. 

The first was Hitler’s accession to power 
in 1933, which the outside world regarded 
as merely a German domestic upheaval of 
no immediate concern to it. The second, fol- 
lowing the completion of domestic revalua- 
tion, including rearmament, was Hitler’s en- 
try into Vienna; and, though this was quick- 
ly succeeded by acquisition of the Sude- 
tenland, the world persisted in regarding 
it as perhaps an interstate but still a pure- 
ly German affair and was grateful that its 
settlement had not led to war. 

But there is no possibility of mistaking 
the significance of this third milestone, for 
it initiates what Hitler and his paladins have 
always propagated as logical, inevitable and 
eternally justified: namely, Germany’s ca- 
reer as an imperial world Power, entitled 
by its worth and might to rule over other 
peoples for its and their own good. 

Hitler in “Mein Kampf” sketched a vision 
of a mighty German empire of 250,000,000 
people dominating Europe and perhaps fur- 
nishing that “highest master race which in 
a distant future may be called upon to solve 
the problem for which it might need the 
resources of the entire globe.”

Inspired spokesmen leave no doubt that 
Germany is on her way, that she has started 
her Napoleonic phase and that, in marching 
into Bohemia at the moment he did, Hitler 
“merely grasped the mantle of God as he 
strides through the history of nations and 
with the genius of a great man used the 
moment which, once lost, no eternity would 
bring back.” The same spokesmen unmis- 
takably indicate that the pace at which Ger- 
many proposes to attain her goal is steadily 
quickening, that the mighty German empire 
is to be created within one generation and 
that the next step in that direction is mere- 
ly a matter of days or, at the most, weeks. 

Both German and diplomatic quarters are 
rapidly coming to the conclusion that 1939 
is a year of decision in which this genera- 
tion will have its rendezvous with destiny.

SHANGHAI, March 721 (AP).— 
Thirteen Japanese units battled 
five Chinese divisions today along 
a 170-mile line in Northerr’ Hunan 
and Kiangsi provinces as the Jap- 
anese renewed their drive toward 
Nanchang, Kiangsi’s capital, after 
being stalled for weeks. 

The battle raged over rain-soaked 
terrain between Lakes Tungting 
and Poyang. Japanese artillery 
shelled Wuning, 50 miles west of 
Poyang and 100 miles southeast of 
Hankow. More than 1900 Chinese 
were reported to have been killed 
at Wuning in a bayonet assault 
that followed the shelling. 

Other Japanese units pushed 
northward along the Han River in 
Hupel Province behind aerial at- 
tacks while still others, 600 miles 
away, threatened to carry the war 
into Central Chekiang Province. 

A Japanese crossing in force of 
the Chientang River, below Hang- 
chow, Chekiang capital, and inten- 
sified aerial bombardment of Chi- 
nese concentrations through Cen- 
tral Chekiang caused apprehension 
for the safety of more than 20

éé OTHER, can’t you make 
M Tom behave himself? He's 
something terrible, 
ashamed of him.” 
“What's the matter now?” 
“He takes the best racquet and 
the best place and leaves me with 
an old one and the sun right in my 
face.

“Nothing of the kind, and you 
know it. Mother, he footfaults; he 
inches, he does everything he 
shouldn’t do. Even then I beat him 
fairly, holding to the rules, and he 
throws down his racquet, smashes 
it into bits, and yells so the Brookes 
hear him half a mile down the road. 
Either he learns to play decently 
and take his losses like a sport or I 
stop playing with him.” 

“Tom, why can’t you learn that a 
game has rules? That somebody 
has to lose always?” 

“I do, He never gives me a 
chance.” 

“That’s what you always say. 
How about in school when you 
played with Halley the other day 
and grabbed up the balls and went 
to the locker room stamping your 
feet and howling like a lost dog?

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Anthrax More 
Prevalent in 


Asia Than U.S. 


Humans Are Susceptible to 
Two Forms of the Dan- 
gerous Disease.

URING the World War, when 
D: Was an army physician, I saw 

my first cases of anthrax. They 
consisted of an ulcer on the chin 
and were traced to the use of shav- 
ing brushes which were infected 
with the disease. 

I noted with interest, therefore, 
that an epidemic of anthrax about 
a month ago in North Dakota was 
traced to a lot of infected import- 
ed shaving brushes. 

Anthrax is an extremely danger- 
ous disease, occurring in a number 
of domestic animals. It is com- 
monly called “wool sorters  dis- 
ease.” This name was attached to 
it because it was formerly very 
common in sheep and a wool sort- 
er inhaling the dust from the wool 
would acquire the pneumonic form 
of the infection. 

Anthrax was the subject of the 
famous experiment performed by 
Pasteur when he proved that inoc- 
ulations with a vaccine would pre- 
vent an infectious disease in an 
infected herd of sheep. 

Today the disease is much more 

prevalent in Asia than in America. 
Its ravages among herds of cattle 
in Russian Siberia are not cqualed 
by any other animal playue. In 
Great Britain cases of anthrax oc- 
cur frequently in leather workers 
due to the handling of Chicese or 
East Indian goods. 
There are two forms of the dis- 
ease in man. One, the external 
form, is similar to my cases in the 
army. The germ enters a small 
cut in the skin. After the incuba- 
tion period of one to three days, 
there forms a small red pimple 
which eventually ulcerates on top. 
It has an unforgettable purplish, 
crater-shaped appearance. It is 
technically called the “malignant 
pustule.” 

The germ quickly gets away from 
the local site of inoculation, enters 
the blood stream and goes every- 
where in the body. A great many of

SHATTERED bit of china is 
A otten a household tragedy. 

‘There is so much of tradition 
and memory, and sometimes value, 
in a platter or vase or hand-painted 
pitcher, that its loss is keenly felt. 
Frequently a witness and a help 
in such times of domestic crisis is 
Helen O’Brien, china riveter, whose 
boast is that she can mend broken 
china so that cracks are almost un- 
noticeable whether the damaged 
article has a mere bit of chipped 
gilt or is, like the vase brought to 
her by a department store execu- 
tive, “smashed in a hundred pieces.” 

No mere putting two and two to- 
gether is this trade of china riveter, 
but an exacting, painstaking one, 
and, as you might suspect, a rarity. 
Helen O’Brien inherited as well as 
learned the craft from her father, 
James O’Brien, whose china-mend- 
ing shop at 3234 Olive street became 
a landmark during the 42 years 
that he repaired St. Louis heirlooms 
and treasures. Although James 
O’Brien has been dead for 10 years 
and the once large shop has been 
reduced to a tiny workbench along- 
side the window, his plump blond 
daughter, now in her early 30s, 
placidly continues the business her 
father brought over from England, 
with the same pride and precision, 
working in fact in the same build- 
ing, in a flat over the store where 
he followed the craft over half a 
century ago. 

“I suppose this seems an odd 
business for a woman,” Miss 
O’Brien said as she fingered the 
tools that are her working imple- 
ments. “Sometimes I do have to do 
a lot of things usually thought of as 
men’s work, making bolts for in- 
stance for the largest platters, and 
doing my own soldering. But ‘t 
doesn’t seem odd to me, because it’s 
the only work I’ve ever done, and 


my cases had meningitis due to the 
entrance of the anthrax bacillus into 
the meningeal covering of the brain 
and spinal cord. These cases are 
always fatal and in any epidemic 
about 25 per cent of the patients 
die. 

The generalized form, wool sort- 
er’s disease or pulmonary anthrax, 
shows no external lesion. The pa- 
tient, who is usually engaged in 
handling wool, hides or hair of some 
kind, is seized with a.chill, becomes 
faint and prostrated, has pains in 
the back of the legs and a fever of 
102 to 104. There is pain in the 
chest and cough, and examination 
by instruments of precision shows 
that pneumonia has set in. 

Treatment in the external form 
of the disease consists in immediate 
excision of the malignant pustule by 
surgery and the use of serum, which 
is fairly successful. 

A curious form of the disease is 
known as “rag picker’s disease,” but 
with that profession going out of 
business it is not likely to be seen 
very often. 
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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

S. M.: (1) Exactly what are im- 
pacted wisdom teeth? (2) I read 
having them removed is a major 
operation. Is this true? (3) Is it 
true that a wisdom tooth has no 
root?” 

Answer—(1) The wisdom teeth 
are likely to grow in somewhat 
crooked, not crown outward. If they 
get caught or jammed against the 
‘neighboring tooth in the period of 
‘eruption, this is called “impacted.” 
(2) Removal of an impacted wisdom 
(tooth is often extremely intricate 
and may require an operation which 
could be called major. (3) Wisdom 
teeth do have roots.

sent from Birmingham, England, 
and is as much a family secret as 
a recipe in the family of a noted 
chef. Although of Irish descent, 
James4O’Brien first practiced his 
profession in his birthplace, Glou- 
cestershire, England, and came to 
this country at the solicitation of 
R. B. Gray, who then had a china- 
mending shop of his own on North 
Broadway. or. 

The 3200 block of Olive was near 
the city limits when the O’Briens 
moved there, but gradually the city 
grew out past their. Even though 
the neighborhood deteriorated the 
O’Briens remained because their 
business was there. After her fa- 
ther’s death, Miss O’Brien moved to 
the West End, but found that peo- 
ple did not take easily to a change 
in location, so after a year moved 
back, 

Just as the old location has been 
found satisfactory, the old instru- 
ments are also put to use. A dia- 
mond drill, operated by hand pow- 
er, is used to bore holes into the 
china when a large break is to be 
mended, and black diamonds, the 
only substance that will bore into 
china, are used, although for ivory 
work a needle drill suffices.

A china wall 
bracket in the form of a huge 
rooster head with bright pink 
comb, when turned over discloses 
no less than five mended spots. A 
plate broken evenly across the mid- 
dle shows on its surface only a hair- 
line crack, the result of painting 
and filling in the offending place. 


Moreover, the china is not repaired | 


merely for show purposes, Miss 
O’Brien is quick to tell you, but 
will stand even the strain of baking 
heat. 


Most of her customers do not 
come bearing baking casseroles, 
however, as the carriage trade 
forms her chief livelihood. Women 
from Portland and Westmoreland 
place still send their fragile pieces 
of china and marble for first aid. 
Much of the articles could not be 
replaced, articles such as the vase, 
one of a pair worth $300, that Miss 
O’Brien had just repaired. How- 
ever, bargain dishes bought on sale 
and equally hard to replace, also 
make their way to her work bench, 
as do family keepsakes, valuable 
for sentiment’s sake alone. 

Occasionally customers forget to 
return for their wares, so that Miss 
O’Brien has become a somewhat 
unwilling collector of china. One

The bidding, at any rate, was 
sound. South started out by men- 
tioning his five-card club suit and 
thig left an easy one-over-one re- 
sponge available to North. On the 
next round South showed his great 
honor strength and North, with a 
scattering of honors and a five-card 
suit, properly went to game. 

West led the deuce of spades and 
deciarer correctly allowed East's 
ten to hold the trick. East returned 
a spade. Declarer won and led 
the deuce of clubs to the king, then 
returned the club three and tried 
the safety play of the eight spot. 
This would have been a good “in- 
surance play” if East had held the 
Q J x x of clubs, but unfortunate- 
ly for declarer it was West who 
had that holding. West won with 
the club jack and continued with a 
third spade. Declarer’s last stop- 
per went and now, when the club 
ace was played, the suit failed tu 
break. There was nothing to do 
but to continue with clubs, how- 
ever, so declarer morosely led a 
fourth club. West won, cashed his 
good spade, and led a diamond. 
East’s ace produced the setting 
trick, 

As pointed out by Mr. Perkins, 
the right line of play was ridicu- 
lously easy. On winning the sec- 
ond spade South should have laid 
down the diamond king from his 
own hand, not troubling to enter 
dummy for the “conventional” lead 
toward the king. It would be fatal 
to squander dummy’s entries ‘for 
such a purpose and, as a matter of 
fact, the only lay of diamonds de- 
clarer could find that would hold 
his losers to one trick would be A 
Q or Q x in East’s hand. 

Note how simple the problem be- 
comes when declarer lays down the 
diamond king. Let us suppose that 
East holds up, which is the best 
defense. The diamond ten is con- 
tinued and West wins. Now it does 
not matter what West returns, but 
let us assume that he continues 
with spades. Declarer wins, enters 
dummy with the club king, and re- 
turns a diamond, East's ace is 
forced out and the contract can be 
claimed with three diamond tricks, 
two clubs, two spades, and two 
hearts. As a matter of fact de- 
clarer has a play for an extra trick 
in the heart finesse, but dares not 
try it, since West's spade lea 
might have been “phony” and it 
may be East who has the thirteener 
in the suit. 

I think Mr. Perkins was a little 
hard on the declarer when he said 
this was the “worst played hand of 
the month.” It ig quite true that the 
right play is simplicity itself, but it
